It con- 
templates' the purchase and construc- 
tion of Ohio lines together with, the 
Findlay, Fort -Wayne and Western, 
to the= end that there will ultimately 
be a new trumk line 'between Fort 
Wayne and Pitts'burg.

a great cataclysm in the world of la- 


bor. 
His opinion is that the world's 


laborers are becoming 
dissatisfied 


with their condition—that they may 
at any time revolt against a cheerless 
present and a hopeless future. 
To 


lessen Ihe chance that anything of 
this sort may happen the minister of 
industry proposes to tax labor 
to 


create a fund for its maintenance in 
old age. The minister is a socialist, 
that statement is hardly necessaiy. 


Labor is not naturally anarchistic 


hi its tendencies. The working man 
is not ordinarily devoting his leisure, 
in busy times, to thoughts of riot 
or i evolution. Year by year the total 
productiveness of the world is in- 
creased by labor-saving devices. If 
laboring1 people aie not satisfied, as 
they were m former times, there must 
be something wrong1, but there is no 
teasoii for the piesumption that it i 
a lack of old-age pensions. It is be- 
cause the fruit of their toil is dissi- 
pated. 
The well-paid 
laborer can 


provide against his old age without 
the intercession of the government. 


How are the fruits of toil 
dissi- 


pated? That is an easy question to 
answer in France, in Germany, in 
Bussia 01 in Great Biitain. France 
has an actual army of 500,000 men, 
with half as many more in reserve, 
It costs the labor of France all that 
should be its profit to sustain that 
establishment, It is so in the other 
countries of Europe. In England the 
pinch must become tig-liter as the 
burden of the South African 
war 


must be cairied. It is not so in the 
United States. Labor is comfortable. 
The huge corpoiate combinations are 
getting more than their fair share of 
increased pioduction, but they are 
more easily maintained, as construc- 
tive agencies, than tauge 'armies, 
whose mission is only destruction of 
the things that labor creates.

Before the parole can be effective 


all three members of the state pardon 
board must approve it, and the action

ance with the new law, which allows 
the parole of life prisoners after 'about 
twenty-four years' imprisonment, be- 
ing thirty-five years less 'tiins gained 
by good behavior. 


Paroles usually are granted by the 


prison managers alone, but in the 
case of life prisoners unanimous ac- 
tion by the board of pardons is also 
necessary, and such parole'd life pris- 
oners cannot leave the state. 


The pardon board' docs not meet 


regiilarly until July, but a special 
meeting- may be called.if the mem- 
bers of the board consider one neces- 
sary.

have been in Stillwatcr since 1876 
for the Northfteld, Minn., bank rob- 
bery and the murder committed dur- 
ing that raid, in which, they partici- 
pated with the James gang.
